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HAS EVOLVED A NOVEL SCHEME.

KILLED BY RUSTLERS. 


GEORGE WELLMAN SHOT DOWN 
_ WHILE NEAR BUFFALO. 


He Was Threatened with Death Should He 
Pilot Out One of the Party—Had Been 
Sworn in a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal to Prevent the Illegal Round-Ups— 
His Position and Work—A Thregtened 
Man Saves His Life by Flight While the 
Outlaws Are After Him. 

Burrato, Wyo., May 10,—[ Special.] When 
the-dead bedies of Nate Champion and Nick 
Ray lay in the undertaking establishment in 
this city, Champion’s riddled with bullets and 
Ray’s burned almost beyond human sem- 
blonce, the rustlers vowed that ten 
lives should pay the penalty for 
each one taken at the K. C. ranch. 
Today they showed that their words had no 
idle meaning and George Well foreman 
for tlie Henry A. Blair ranch, was killed thirty 
miles from town, : 

Wellman left the Blair or Hoe” ranch 
this morning to come to Buffalo, whither he 
had been summoned by United States Mar- 


shal Rankin to assist in eerving che 
‘injunction against 


the illegal round- 
ups. Tom Hathaway, an employé 
of the same company, accompanied him. 
They had proceeded about. twelve miles on 
their journey when the shot was fired. Hath- 
away’s horse gave a jump and bolted around a 
hill nearly throwing him. He heard several 
other shots fired, and on glancing back saw 
Well man throw up his hands and fall [rom the 
saddle. Hathaway’s horse got away from 
him and on returning to the road he met 
Wellman's horse coming toward him. Lock 
ing back he saw Wellman’s body lying imthe 


road motionless, but was afraid to approaetr 


any nearer, and set out at once for Buffalo’ 
He saw nothing of the assassins. aaah 

Sheriff Angus, the Coroner, and the re: 
sentatives of the Masonic lodge of 
Wellmah was a member left at once for 
the scene of the tragedy. No news is; 
pected from there before morning.  ‘ 
Wellman was what rangemen term an old 
time cow-puncher. He came to thi 
section in 1879, and has worked 
on the range ever since. He has been 
foreman of H. A. Blair's outfit for the last 
nine years, knew everybody in the country 
and was popular with all classes. He has 
been notified to leave, but ashe was in no 
way connected with the recent invasion he 
did not think he would be molested. 

Blair has from 4,900 to 56,000 cattle and a 
valuable ranch property in Johnson County. 
The authorities of this county recent- 
ly published a card addressed. to the 
large cattle outfits of this section requesting 
them to send men here to take charge of 
their interests, guaranteeing protection to life 
and property. The guarantee was made in 
good faith possibly, but was no protection 
against the rustler's bullet. 

United States Marshal Rankid is a passen- 
ger on the incoming coach from Gillette, 
which was due here at midnight last night and 
which is hourly expected. 

Wellman was a quiet, taciturn man 30 
years old. When the cattlemen’s invad- 
ing party reached the T. A. ranch Ed 
Towse, a reporter from Cheyenne, 
asked Wellman to pilot him out of the coun- 
try. ‘'Wellman'did so, despite threats that his 
life would pay the forfeit, for the Johnson 
County people were particularly anxious to get 
hold of the 8 This risky 
accomplished, Wellman went to Chicago 
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defend them. 


It is believed that he furnished the list of 
thirty-nin& rustlers who were enjoined by 
United States Judge Riner from participating 
in the round-up in Powder River dis- 
trict set by the Northern Wyommg 
Stock-Growers’ and Farmers’ Association 


for May 10. When the injunction was granted 


it was the original intention to send a posse of 
fifteen or twenty Deputy United States Mar- 
shals to Johnson County to serve the writ, but 
it was finally decided to let United States 
Marshal Rankin serve the process himself 
and appoint the round-up foreman and ranch 
foremen as deputies to see that the injunction 
was not violated. Wellman was sworn in last 
Thursday, and it is believed here that he was 
killed by men whom he was seeking to re- 
strain from unlawful acts. 

The Echo, whose editor, Mr. Bouton, fled 
to Cheyenne when the first outbreak occurred 
and who only returned last week, has been 
purchased by Jack Flagg, the man who es- 
caped from the cattiemen while they were be- 
sieging Championand Ray, and who subse- 
quently acted as Sheriff Angus’ lieutenant 
while the T. A. ranch was heing attacked. He 
has announced his intention of writing a his- 
tory of the cattle trouble and publishing it in 
weekly installments. 


WILL BE BROUGHT TO JUSTICE, 


The Assassin of Wellman to Be Prosecuted 
by His Employer. 

H. A. Blair, Wellman’s employer, was boil- 
ing over with indignation last night. 

“Those infernal scoundrels who killed 
George, said he to a reporter for Tun Turn- 
ung, will be brought to justice or they'll 
have to get out of the country pretty quick. A 
more honest, conscientious fellow never lived. 
During the nine years he has worked for me I 
know he has been approached time and time 
again by the rustlers, but he always refused 
to join them. He knew that they had threat- 
ened his life, and yet he did not hesitate to go 
back and protect my property. Why. last fall 
during the round-up they went to his bed, 
took the cartridges from his rifle, and then 
when he returned tried to pick a quarrel with 
him. 

I got a letter from him this morning say- 
ing that United States Marshal Rankin had 
called him to Buffalo, ordering him to meet 
him there Tuesday. It was in response to 
this qummons that he left the ranch this morn- 
ing and com meuced the journey that ended in 
his assassination. 

I have telegraphed to my attorneys at 
Buffalo to take immediate steps to hunt down 
the cowards who killed the best man in the 
State. As George was a Deputy United States 
Marshal I suppose, the government will take a 
hand in the prosecution. But anyhow my 
last dollar will go to seeing that they are 
brought to justice. I telegraphed to Bay City, 
Mich., Wellman’s old home, for instructions 
regarding the disposal of the body. If no 
answer is received tomorrow the burial will 
take place at Buffalo. The dead man was 
single and of a saving disposition. He had 
invested nearly, the whole of his salary in the 
Buffalo Building Association.” N

TERRIBLE RESULTS FROM A KINE 
GAS EXPLOSION. 


From 45 to 50 Men Lose Their Lives in a 
Slope at Roslyn, Wash.—Thée Explosion 
Caught Two Shifts and None of Them 
Are Alive to Tell the Story—Force of 
the Explésion Felt a Mile Away—Five 
Bruised Bodies Have Been Recovered— 

.  Seenes at the Slope Mouth. 

Rostry, Wash,, May 10.—By an explosion 
of gas in the slope of mine No. 2 of the 

Northern Pacific Coal* company at this place 

between forty-five and fifty lives were lost, 


How many men are dead will not be known 


until the mine has been fully explored. 

The ia the most dreadful which has 
ever taken place in the Northwest, and its 
nature and the exact circumstances surround- 
ing it will never be known, as every man in 
the vicinity was killed by its force. There 
were three levels of the slope affected, and on 
these were at work about fifty men. This is 
only a portion of the foree, and how many 
were outside cannot now be aggertained. 

It was just 1:45 o’clock when the men on the 
surface heard a rumble, a crash, and felt from 
the mouth a rush of hot air, then saw issuing 
smoke. The latter did not last long, and the 
work of rescue was at once begun. The men 
outside realized what had happened and took 
every known precaution to protect themselves 
while they searched for the bodies. 

A driver had just come out of the slope 
when the tremendous explosion occurred. 
The shock upset his cars, knocked the mules 
and driver down, and bruised a man stand- 

The report was heard ail 


ing 100 feet away. 
over the town a mile away. 


Two more bodies were recovered at 7:30 
o’clock. All were terribly bruised, indicating 
that death was instantaneous. 

The lower floor of the city-hall has been 
converted into a morghe and the rescued 
bodies are viewed by large crowds. A Sud feat- 
ure of the disaster is that a large proportion of 
the victims leave large families and as 
they not had to exceed two days’ work per 
week during the last year, many of them are 
in straitened circumstances. fhe scenes 
about the mouth of the slope were sad in the 
extreme, men, women, and children standing 
about in adazed condition. The pitiful lam- 
entations of the negroes added to the horror. 

The relief work was in charge.of the super- 
intendent and was pushed as soon as the after- 
damp had been partially blown out. It was 
not prosecuted long till fire brokeout. About 
the mouth of the mine was collected a large 
body of women and children whose hus>ands 
and fathers were employed there. 

Two bodies Were at once recovered. 
These men were working nearest the opening 
and at some distance from the point where it 
is supposed the explosion occurred. Most of 
the men were 1,500 and 2,000 feet farther in 
the slope and in the immediate vicinity of the 
accident. There is no doubt either in the minds 
of the mioers or the company officials that 
every man was instantly killed by the explo- 
sion. 

The following is fan authentic list of men 
who were at work on the three levels that wero 
affected, and their conditions as to being 
single or married; 
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than a quarter of a century ago. 5 

We hope our little Fritzy will live,” said 
the mother, ſor we are growing old. 

The husband is a basketmaker. He was 
born in Radeast, Tessau, a province of the 
German Empire. He moved to Chicago 
twelve years ago, has resided here since, and 
intends to remain here. Lehmann works in 
a factory at No. 319 Blue Island avenue. He 
goes to work at 6 o’clock in the morning and 
works until late at night. 

** Yes, these many deaths of my children, 
said he, have been hard on me. Every year 
I have had to pay adoctor’s and an under- 
taker’s bill, and it has taken all the money I 
could earn. Most of the children died before 
they were a year old. Their mother could not 
wean them and [suppose that was the greatest 
cause of their death. None of them weighed 
over séven pounds at their birth and Fritz 
weighed nearly ten. That makes me feel as if 
he will be spared to us. 


TO BE BURIED IN INSTALLMENTS. 


Henry Johnson Wills His Body to a Phy- 
sician for Dissection, 

According to the burial permit taken out by 
Dr. R. E. L. Barlow the body of Henry John- 
son, colored, is to be buried in Dr. Barlow’s 
office, The body is already at the doctor’s 
office, No. 133 Dickey avenue. It will be 
buried on the installment plan, for Johnson 
willed his body to Dr. Barlow, who will dissect 
it for the benefit of science. Dr. Barlow said 
yesterday: a 

“* The dissection will begin the first part of 
next week. The body has been embalmed 
and will last indefinitely. It is a job that must 
be done with great care. Johnson bad one of 
the most peculiar cases of fibrous tumor I 
ever came across, It was located on the lower 
right side of the neck. It will give the pro- 
fession a valuable. opportunity to study the 
growth and nature of a peculiar disease. I 
have invited to assist me in dissecting the 
body the facult of the Northwestern College 
of Medicine, of which Iam a member. Any 
other physicians desiring to be present are im 
vited. The work of dissecting will take all of 
next week. Johnson had formed an attach- 
ment for me and wanted me to have his body 
for . scientific purposes. I believe the time 
will come when most people will desire to 
have their bodies given to science when they 
die. 

A year ago I took a tumor out of John- 
son’s neck, it was a precarious operation, 
but by good fortune he came out all right. 
The tumor that killed him could not be taken 
out without shutting off the blood from his 
veins, which would have killed him. This ar- 
rangement of dissecting the body has saved 
funeral expenses and is agreeable to Johnson’s 


wife and all concerned. It is not half so hor- 


rid an idea as it is to bury people in the 
ground,”

Steele’s son was working with his father, but 
came out on the last trip and escaped by jump- 
ing out. He was knocked down by the force of 
the explosion. ä 

The slope in which the explosion occurred 
runs from No. 2 down toa point where a pro- 
posed shaft will be supk, and is 2,000 
feet in length. Several levels have been 
worked in the slope, and it is conjectured 
that the explosion occurred at some 
point on the fourth or fifth 
level. For the last two months there has been 
more or less danger ‘connected with the work 
in this part of the slope on account of the un- 
usual generation of gas, and the management 
is credited with having exercised the usual 
precautions. 

Two air courses were in process of con- 
struction in the supposed. vicinity of the 
explosion with the intention of joining, 
and it is presumed that whon the two courses 
met the explosion occurred. 

At 4:30 o’clock the first bodses were reached, 
being those of John Bone and John Campbell. 
After that the work progressed more rapidly 
at 6 two other bodies were brought out, and at 
7:30 two others, all terribly burned and mu- 
tilated, were recovered. The names of those 
whose bodies were recovered are: 

Tom Brennaa, Tom Rees, A. Pollard, John 
Bowen, H. Campbell, and William Hague, 

As progress was made the frightful execu- 
tion of the explosion became more 
manifest. Timbers were torn out 
for hundreds of feet, and the whole 
of the interior was fearfully wrecked. It is 
thought a fire was started in the lower level, 
and arrangements are being made toturn on 
the water as soon as the fact is developed.

His IIIness Results Fatally After a Long

M. W. Mathews was born in Clark County, IIL, 
March 1, 1846.

After- 
wards he taught school several years until 4867, 
when he removed to Urbana, III., and soon after 
studied law in the office cf George W. Gere, with 
5 hom he afterwards formed a partnership which 
continued for ten years. In 1873 he was ap- 
pointed Master in Chancery of Champaign 
County, whteh position he held for nine years 
when he resigned. He was elected State's-At- 
torney in 1876, and served with marked ability for 
eight years. He purchased the Champaign 
County Herald in 1879, which under his manage- 
ment soon won a high position in the political 
field. | 

He wasa forcible writer of rare power. As a 
political speaker during the Champaign . 
few speakers were more in demand 
to make political speeches than 
Mr. Mathews. Consequently he was usually 
assigned to many points by the Republican State 
committee, and his work was productive of good 
results. He was elected to the State Senate 
from this district in 1888. His ability 
and good judgment were recognized when 
the Senate was organized by his election as Pres- 
ident pro tem. of the Senate, which position he 
filled with credit to himself and his party. 
He for years filled the position of 
trustee of the Independent Order of Mutual Aid. 
He was also Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of the Modern Woodmen. At the re- 
quest of the State Republican Central committee 
the Republican editors were invited to codperate 
in the campaign about commencing. The editors 
heid a meeting and elected Senator Mathews 
President of the association. During the two 
sessions of the Legisiature he ably represented 
his constituents, and the appropriation of $80,000 
to build military and natural science buildings at 
the University of Illinois at Urbana was largely 
due to his influence and tact, He has been 
President of the IIlinois Press Association for 
two terms and was for two years Executive com- 
mitteeman for Illinois on the Executive commit- 
tee of the National Editorial Association. He 
was appointed by Gov. Fifer as a member of his 
staff. He was a member of the Odd-Fellowe, 
Knigbts of Pythias, and Modern Woodmen. ;

Tun recent excessive downpour of rain in 
the Mississippi Valley and lake region has 
been productive of much inconvenience and 
‘gome loss. It has caused the breaking of 
levees, the consequent overflow of many thou- 

sands of acres on the bottom lands, and laid 
under water vast areas outside of, the imme- 
diate vicinity of the water courses, retarding 
field work and giving rise to numerous ap- 
prehensions in regard to the erop yield of 
next autumn. Yet these rains can only be 
looked upon in the light of partial compensa 
tion fcr past dryness. The stage of water in 
the rivers and lakes had fallen to a very low 
point, the level of Lake Michigan having 
been for some months about the lowest ever 
known since man first measured the altitude 
of the surface above the ocean level. There 
is now room to hope fora change in this re- 
spect, a rising of the lakes to or near their 
nominal height, and a disappearing of the 
troubles recently experienced in several of 
the harbors because of unusually low water 
there. The most uncomfortable feature of 
the situation is the evident possibility that the 
season of low water, extending through sev- 
eral years, may be followed by a reactive one, 
in which water will be in excess over the area 
drained by the great lakes, the Mississippi 
and its numerous tributaries, 

DEMOCRATIC EXTRAVAGANCE RUNS RIOT 

The Democratic House of Representatives, 
which Mr. Holman of Indiana has been try- 
ing to run on the five-cent appropriation 
theory, broke loose from his control Mon- 
day and voted a $50,000,000 River and Harbor 
bill, the largest ever passed in Congress. It 
was another illustration of the futility which 
always attends an effort of the tail to wag the 
dog. The South, however much it may waver 
in its devotion to the old flag. never wavers 
in its devotion to an appropriation, and it 
rode roughshod over the Miami River states- 
man and his five-cent system of appropria- 
tions. The Democratic Rouse passed the bill 
by the large vote of 186 to 65. The River and 
Harbor bill of the Billion Dollar” Con- 
gress, so called by the peanut Democratic 
demagogues, appropriated $24,000,000, of 
which $13,000,000 was for future expenditure. 
The present House has authorized future ex- 
penditures of $27,000,000 and an. aggregate of 
$50,000,000, or more than twice the amount 
ever appropriated before by any Congress for 
this purpose. ; 

It was boasted by Democrats that this ap- 
propriation would fall below that of the last 
Congress; that Republican extravagance in 
improving rivers and harbors would be 
checked; and that a lesson in national econo- 
my would be set by the present House. How 
has it kept its promise? It has more than 
doubled the appropriation of the last House. 
Even Holman himself, the projector of the 
five-cent system, plunged into an appropriation 
up to his neck when it came to improvements 
in his own section of Indiana, and was roasted 
for it by Reod. The humbug and claptrap of 
all this economy outcry are now illustrated so 
clearly that even a child can comprehend it. 
No wonder that Democratic outsiders are 
dazed and in a panic of fear, that the New 
York Sun calls Democratic members fools 
and traitors doing their level best to equal 
and surpass the billion record of the billion 
Congress, and that the New York World 
gsks, Are the Democrats of the House of 
Representatives mad or have they submitted 
themselves to the control of political im- 
beeiles? The economy policy of the Dem- 
ocratic House is now shown up in all 
its hypocrisy and humbug pretense. 
The issue has been made and it will go into 
the campaign. The charlatans and hypocrites 
who voted for the Holman economy resolution 
will have to face the music. The first session 
of this Congress already has exceeded the ap- 
propriations made by the first session of the 
last Congress by nearly $50,000,000, and the 
end is not yet. There are more appropria- 
tions to be made. There will come up speed- 
ily a mighty clamor for millions more to pile 
up the mud banks which the Mississippi has 
broken through at Morganza. It is safe to 
say we shall hear nothing more of economy 
from the Democratic side of the House. The 
bars are down. The second session will keep 
even pace with the first, and the Fifty-second 
Congress is likely to far outstrip the record of 
the Fifty-first in the amount of money appro- 
priated. The-raid on the Treasury was begun 
in fine style, and even the five-cent Miami 
statesman is in it, grabbing for his share 
of the publie money for the improvement of 
his native Indiana swamps! 

And this is the work of the noble band of 
economists who meanly deprived the West 
Point cadets of soap, who would refuse to 
Italy the insignificant indemnity promised by 
the President, who would cut down the pay 
of the representatives of this great Nation 
abroad to a pittance not big enough to live 
upon, who would cut off Indian children from 
the advantages of education, who grudgingly 
voted one vessel of a class not needed to the 
navy, who have cut down the appropriation 
requested by the War Department to keep our 
shore defenses in repair. This is the way they 
keep the pledge of economy which the cheese- 
parers made atthe opening of the session.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE, 

The work done by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke in this city during the three 
months of its existence has been officially 
stated. The effort thus far has been con- 
fined to the business district. The society has 
examined and tested more than forty smoke- 
preventing devices, and during March and 
April sent some 250 reports to offenders, each 
report being the result of investigation of the 
premises in question. ‘Ihe recommendations 
were made as broad as possible, so that the 
offender might be given his choice of rein- 
edies. Coupled with this work on stationary 
boilers there has been a series of investiga- 
tions into the merits of devices for the pre- 
vention of smoke on locomotives and tug 
boats. 

It has been demonstrated that the remedy 
for locomotive smoke lies in the proper intro- 
duction of steam over the fire. Some claim 
that the steam thus used impairs the life of 
‘the boiler, but other competent authorities 
deny this. The experiments on tugboats are 
not finished, but the society believes they will 
result in showing that smoke can be prevented 
without injury to the boilers or impairing the 
effectiveness of the vessels. In regard 20 sta- 
tionary boilers tne great fault is the archi- 
tectural one of utterly inadequate provision 
for boiler room, but in the great majority of 
. cases there is enough horizontal surface. The 
required room can be obtained by going 
downward two or three feet, so that in 


use of any more square feet of real estate 
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chimneys in the business district are too 
small, both in diameter and height, but in the 
case of original construction they could be 
al at an expenses that would not be large in 
comparison with the total cost of the building. 
Again, though the conditions needed for good 
combustion may entail a slight increase in the 
original cost this fact is fully compensated by 
relief from the annoyance and expense attend- 
ant in the future on the smoke nuisance.. Li- 
ability to fives is removed, and the necessity 
for burning the more expensive grades of fuel 
is obviated, ? 

The question of first cort is largely depend- 
ent upon the conditions to be met. If the 
work to be done is light the cheaper furnaces 
may be utilized, because when not pushed 
they will take ¢are of the cheaper grades of 
fuel. Ifthe work is heavy and the annual 
coal bills large the costly furnace will be 
found the more economical. The furnace 
which costs $700 per boiler and will do its 
work smokelessly with 2 fuel is cheaper in 
the long run than the one which, costing only 
$300 per boiler, is obliged to barn coal worth 
$4 perton. Thus it may be considered as 
demonstrated that in our business district a 
furnace, the first cost of which is large, but 
secures good combustion, is actually the 
cheapest: and business-men stand in their own 
light when they refuse to look at the matter in 
this way. 

But after all that has been done and demon- 
strated by the society the question lies with 
the individual steam user, It is for him to 
say whether or not he will prevent smoke. If 
he resists the effort at improvement the only 
method of dealing with him is in the courts, 
and this must be done through the city author- 
ities, who have not been very successful in 
this line of action in the past. It is difficult 
to see how they will be more so in the future 
unless it be possible to purge the Health and 
the Law Departments from political influence. 
The question then must eventually come 
down to this: Have the steam-vusers of Chi- 
eago enough publie spirit to make the changes 
necessary to do away with smoke? They may 
as well make up their minds that it. the ma- 
jority of cases this cannot be done inexpen- 
sively, and it is now time to see if what has 
been said in the last few years about the en- 
thusiasm of our citizens and their devotion to 
the interests of the city was sincere or not. 
Was it an intelligent statement of the feeling 
that actuates our business-men, or was it 
merely a flow of oratory—words, and nothing 
besides? 


THE FAMINE IN RUSSIA, 

In the very heart of Russia is an area ten 
times as large as the State of New York and 
containing more than 80,000,000 of inhabit- 
ants, one-half of whom are “in utter, helpless 
destitution, without food or the means of get- 
ting it.“ These fourteen to sixteen millions 
of people must have perished if continuous 
succor had not tor months been provided 
from other sources. Besides them there are 
other millions reduced to abject penury who 
can sustain themselves to the next harvest 
only in the most precarious way. To this 
reign of gaunt hunger are added the ravages 
of diseasa, the epidemic of typhus, suffering 
from the severities of an exceptionally rigor- 
ous winter, with a decimation of stock and 
other material, which vastly increase the 
difficulties of recuperation. 

These are the outlines of the terrible picture 
drawn in the North American Review by the 
Hon. C. E. Smith, United States Minister at 
St. Petersburg. And the regioa described 
embraces what was only a short time ago the 
most fertile and productive part of Russia. 
But for several years past the crops have been 
steadily diminishing, In 1886 these now dis- 
tressed provinces raised 845,500,000 bushels. of 
grain, and only about half as much in 1891, 
while the previously accumulated reserves 
were mostly exported in the few months fol- 
lowing a reduced production in 1890. In the 
early part of last year occurred a terrible 
drought, Over a large part of the afflicted 
territory five months vassed without 
a single drop of rain. Durmg a 
portion of this time a burning sun 
the parched soil and with 
ered every vestige of vegetation. The preceding 
winter had brought little snow, and in the 
spring fierce blasts from the east swept over 
the ground, blighting the early promise. Then 
came millions of prairie rats (suroks), and 
myriads of insects darkened the skies, leaving 
a desert behind them where they had alighted. 
Then the rude wooden plows of most of the 
peasants penetrate but little below the surface, 
and with them the drought was fatal, Within 
the domain of the same drought, where im- 
proved implements were used, irrigation 
existed, and the rats were guarded against, 
there was a fair yield; and these facts serve 
to explain the diverse, reports received from 
different districts. Some places showed fair 
harvests by the side of others where not a blade 
of grass or a sheaf of grain was gathered in. 

Added to what was left over the yields of 
cereals and potatoes in the sixty provinces of 
Russia last year would perhaps have been 
sufficient to sustain the population of the em- 
pire if rightly distributed. But the limited 
means of internal commuhication rendered it 
impossible to establish an equilibrium. In 
former days magazines within each district 
were kept full of grain to meet emergencies, 
but extended means of sending it away and 
the decline of proprietary interest through 
the abolition of sérfdom caused these safe- 
guards to be neglected. “* When the reverves 
were called upon they were found to be miss-. 
ing. The magazines had erumbled and 
disappeared and the only storés were those in 
the hands of speculators. To the pangs of 
hunger which were felt konn after harvest were 
added the hardships of a bitter winter, and 
it has been difficult to procure material for 
the scanty fire that serves to keep the peasant 
warm. The drought was equally fatal to the 
supply of fuel as of food, and in many cases 
several families have been compelled to hud- 
die together in a single cottage, where they 
burned up the thatched rodfs of abandoned 
homes, the planks of empty barns, and even 
the wooden plows, to keep them from freez- 


ing. The crop of flax failed too, and 80 


through the long winter nights there was 
none to spin and no clothing could be made. 
In many instances the sheepskin necessary 
for an overcoat in the cokiest weather was 
sacrificed in the early autumn for bread, 
and thus most of the people were 
compelled to remain within doors, the 
scanty habiliments bélonging to several of 
them being massed upon the one who went to 
the soup kitehen to obtain food for all of 
them. Then the “hanger-fodd” used as a 
substitute for bread induced disease, Much 
of it was simply revolting. It was variously 
made up of wild arroek, straw, leaves, bark, 
ground acorns, and a bit of potato, sometimes 
with a little rye flour and sometimes without 
it. “Visitors to the famine regions have 
brought specimens of this hunger-bread to St. 
Petersburg, and it has touched every heart 
that fellow-men could be reduced to such ex- 
treme necessity.” In-some districts reported 
from more than half of the animals have been 
killed or perished for lack of food, this being 
true of horses as weil as of cattle and sheep; 
under the terrible distress of the season, 
that the prospect is fearful. 
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supporting more than 21,000,000 of people one 
day.” He says that in actual losses and in- 
creased prices, in direct and indirect conse- 
quences, the famine costs the people of Russia 
more than $600,000,000, and the unfortunate 
eufferers are plunged in a condition from 
which it willtake them years to recover. But 
their patience and endurance are without 
limit, and the empire as a whole has great 
recuperative force with almost boundless re- 
sources, The chief thought now is turned to 
the next harvest in the famine region. “If it 
be another failure the clouds will settle down 
blacker than ever.“

THE MILK IN STANFORD'S COCOANDT. 

When en foute from California to Washing- 
ton a few days ago Senator Stanford was in- 
terviewed in Pittsburg, and this is the sub- 
stance of what he is reported to have said: 

The People’s [or crank] party will certainly 
have a candidate in the fight this fall. 
With a national debt of two thousand million 
dollars [7], an enormous railway indebtedness, 
half the land mortgaged [7], and the load grow- 
ing heavier [I]. it is time that measures of relief 
be taken. In the West people need more or freer 
money. The People’s party hopes to get it from 
the government. I don’t knowwho their candi- 
date willbe. I presume Mr. Harrison and Mr. 
Cleveland will be respectively the candidates of 
their parties. Thatis the general impression in 
the West. 

These statements constitute the sum total 
of Senator Stanford’s political economy and 
financial information. 

1, Counting in the outstanding greenbacks 
as a part of the national: debt it is only one bill- 
ion instead of two. He doubles the debt to 
start with. 

2. The enormous railway debt which dis- 
tresses him represents the bulk of the money 
borrowed with which the American railway sys- 
tem has been built. The amount of full paid 
stock on railroad construction for the last thir- 
ty years has been comparatively little; and in 
the case of Stanford’s railroads nothing has 
been paid on the stock; it represents nothing 
but water. If the stockholders of the subsi- 
dized roads would pay for their stock, the 
money would pay off the mortgaged indebt- 
edness. Thesixty or more millions dorroved 
from the goternment on second mortgage 
liens by Gov, Stanford’s Central Pacific and 
Oakes Ames’ and Jay Gould’s Union Pacific 
rvads could be refunded if the stockholders, 
one of the largest of whom is Stanford, 
would pay for their stock. 

3. Half the land of the United States is not 
mortgaged, nor a quarter of it. The land 
mortgages do not exceed one-tenth of the vol- 
ume of the real estate in this country, and it 
all represents deferred payments on purchase 
money and capital borrowed for the purpose 
of making improvements on land and lots. 
Hence it is nota load or an oppression, 
but investments, improvements, the use of 
one man’s capital by another man in his busi- 
ness. And the plentier the surplus capitai be- 
comes the more do enterprising men seek to 
vorrow it. Hence the better the times the 
rore nortgages are created. 

4. What Senator Stanford means by “ freer 
money means cheaper currency. The less 
purchasing power it has, provided it will pay 
debts, the better it Will please him, and that, 
too, for & very selfish Mason, He wants the 
governmefit to set its printing presses at work 
manufacturing legal-tender scrip shinplasters, 
redeemable in nothing, which trash he calls 
„ money.“ This stuff the great father, Uncle 
Sam, is to loan to his children at 2 per cent on 
long time, who have borrowed good money 
from their brethren with which they have 
bought firms, and houses, and made improve- 
ments, and this worthless scrip is to be ten- 
dered to their creditors in repayment of the 
good money borrowed by them! It is aleo to 
be tendered to Uncle Sam himself in payment 
of the sixty millions Gov. Stanford & Co, bor- 
rowed from the government, with which they 
constructed the Central and Union Pacific rail- 
roads, 

By this sharp financiering the money Gov. 
Stanford, Jay Gould, et al. owe the govern- 
ment would be paid off without costing 
those gentlemen a cent of real money. And 
this is the reason the good old Senator is so 
fund a friend of the Petfer and Polk People’s 
party.

SCARED BY THE PROSPECT OF DAMAGES. 


A local paper which has suffered occasion- 
ally from mild attacks of Cooleyism is on the 
anxious seat just now. Observing the great 


floods in the Illinois Valley, it asks what the 


size of the bill for damages will be which the 
Sanitary District will have to foot after every 
overflow, providing it pours a great quantity 
of water into the Illinois on top of what is 
contributed by its tributary streams. The 
law says: 

Every sanitary district shall be liable for all 
damages to real estate within or without such 
district which shall be overflowed or otherwise 
damaged by reason of the construction, enlarge- 
ment, or use of any channel, ditch, drain, out- 
let or other improvement under the provisions of 
this act; and actions to recover such damages 
may be brought in the county where such real 
estate is situated, 

The local paper says gloomily: 

Let us suppose that at this present juncture the 
proposed channel from Lake Michigan is open 
and this vast and destructive flood should occur, 
not as the result necessarily of this new channel, 
but from natural causas, What would inevitably 
follow under the statute as it is? In every county 
throughout thé valleys which the Chicago Sani- 
tary D istrict uses for pouring water down the 
Desplaines and the Illinois damage suits would 
be brought. Every young attorney desirous of 
entering with éclat upon his professional career 
would find a client who would have a damage 
suit. It is not to be supposed, of course, that 
courts will permit a free and easy matter of proof 
as to where the cause of the flood lay. but the 
probabilities are that,in the main, the matter 
being one for the jury, Chicago will have an un- 
commonly hard time of it. 

Doubtless this would happen if Mr. Cooley 
and his associates could carry out their plans, 
and cut a channel to carry off at the same 
time the flood waters of the Desplaines and 
600,000 cubic feet per minute from Lake Mich- 
igan. The owners of a formidable quantity 
of overflowed land would claim that it was 
this last 600,000 cubic feet which did the busi- 
ness for them, and juries made up of sym- 
pathetic neighbors would take the same view 
of the case, and great damage bills wouid 
ensue. 

According to Mr. Cooley nothing of this sort 
could happen if the channel were made with 
a capacity for only 300,000 cubic feet of lake 
water per minute, because that eminent 
engineer is convinced that when the Des- 
plaines was up its waters would take posses- 
gion of the drainage channel south of Willow 
Springs and stép the flow of the water from 
the Chicago River for the time being. If that 
be so then the dwellers ig the valley would 
not get any extra water in flood seasons be- 
cause the flow from the Chicago River would 
not recommence until the storm waters of the 
Despiaines had begun to go down. Conse-

THE ITALIAN CRISIS, 

The refusal of a vote of confidence in the

tion of the ministry, and now there remains 
the difficult task of constituting one which 
can gtapple with the almost hopelessly com- 
pheated question of thé budget. It was only 
four years ago that Sig. Crispi was forced out 
of power because he would not cut down the 
army and navy expenses. Now Sig. di Rudini 
is furced out because he sought to retreueh in 
the military expenses. It is nota pleasant 
task which confronts the Marquis’ successor, 
however adroit a financier he may be, and 
there is no reason to suppose that his fate will 
be any different. . 

Stated as briefly as possible, the secret of 
the Italian trouble is that Italy is bankrupt, 
and meanwhile the national expenditure is 
increasing and the means of meeting it de- 
creasing. It has a debt two or three times as 
large as ours with no resources behind to 
meet it. Its annual deficit is $20,000,000. 
The taxes are overwhelming. The country 
has been squeezed dry. The larger part of 
this enormous expenditure has been incurred 
in attempting to maintain a military estab- 
lishment in keeping with that of the other 
members of the Dreibuad. It ots Italy, how- 
ever, more than it can pay. One-fourth of 
the entire income of the kingdom is con- 
sumed by it. It -keeps its place in the Drei- 
bund not only at the cost of this great di 
rect outiay but at the cost of its com- 
merce with France, its nearest and 
most natural, customer. Besides the ex- 
penditures in this direction the outlay 
for internal improvements is beyond the ca- 
pacity of the peopleto meet. The guvernment 
is in debt 8800 000,000 for railroads alone 
which have been built at a commercial loss. 
Still another cause of the financial crisis is the 
immense number of useless, idle employés 
carried on the government pay-rolls. Its civil 
service is clogged with taz-eaters. Past cabi- 
nets have refrained from retrenchment on 
this line for fear of the unpopularity of such a 
reform, These three causes aloneé—the ex- 
penditures on the army and navy, the waste of 
money on internal improvements, and the ex- 
tortionate demands of the eivil servicé—are 
sufficient to account for the unfortunate 
financial condition of Italy. To remove them 
there wiil have to be a radical change of policy 
and sweeping measures of economy, a thor- 
ough revision and cutting down of the civil 
list, a halt on internal improvements, and, 
most important of all, a cessation of the use- 
less endeavor to keep pace witb Austria and 
Germany in the triple alliance, the immedi- 
ate effect of which is to alienate France, 
Italy's natural friend and best customer. 


SOUVENIR COINS FOR THE FAIR. 

The World’s Fair directors will probably 
ask the House committee so to modify the bill 
which it has under consideration as to make it 
provide for government aid to the amount of 
$5,000,000 to be given in the shape of ten mill- 
ion silver nalf- dollars with a special design so 
that they may serve as souvenirs of the Expo- 
sition, though remaining legal-tenders to the 
same degree as the ordinary halves. 

There are some good points to this scheme. 
Supposing the bill were to provide that the 
government should become & partner in the 
Fair to the amount of five millions, making 
its contribution in the form of silver halves 
and to receive back a refund at the same rate 


| as other stockholders. The silver which would 


have to be purchased for these coins would 
not cost at present rates over $8,350,000, and 
the coinage cost would not exceed $150,000. 
Hence, while the total nominal investment of 
the government would be $5,000,000 the actual 
investment would be but $8,500,000. But as 
the refund would be based on the nominal 
contribution, if the directors were able to pay 
back 70 per cent to stockholders the govern- 
ment would get just precisely what it actually 
putin. Practically it would be no more ex- 
pensive for the government to take pot luck 
with the stockholders than to give its aid in 
the form of a loan. : 

While these coin souvenirs would be legal- 
tenders they would never appear in circula- 
tion. Large as their number would be they 
would soon command a premium, as has been 
the case with similar coins struck to com- 
memorate other great events. They would 
not serve to inflate the currency, but would 
be treasured up as mementos, If the gov- 
ernment should decide to coin them the 
directors would see that they were distributed 
throughout the country by the agency of. the 
banks and the result would be that the working 
cépital of the Fair would be increased by five 
million dollars. 

The silver needed can be obtained either by 
buying it—and those members of the House 
who favor large purchases of that metal would 
not object to a measure which involved buy- 
ing about 4,000,000 ounces extra, or some of 
the old subsidiary silver now in the Treasury 
vaults could be recoined and got out of the 
way. The House committee may be favor- 
ably impressed with this proposition when it 
comes to consider it. 


Mr. Roperts, the President of the Pennsyl- 
vania company, is reported to have flatly re- 
fused to join the anthracite coal combination, 
and stated the difficulties which it will have 
to overcome as the reason for his resolution. 
He says it is not for the interest of the public 
or of any railroad coinpany that the latter be 
brought into antagonism with the interests of 
the community. At present there is an es- 
pecial necessity for low rates of transporta- 
tion and cheap fuel, because of the current 
depression in iron manufactures and in min- 
ing. But the combination proposes to pursue 
the reverse policy, making an endeavor to 
secure higher prices for the coal and also for 
its transportation, thereby curtailing the pro- 
duction, He says his company believes that 
any such policy must result inevitably in 
arraying against it the public and the con- 
stituted authorities intrusted with the en- 
forcement of the laws, and it must end in 
disaster to all corporate interests, It is noted 
in this connection that the extension of the 
Pennsylvania lines to the anthracite coal 
fields and the new rates recently proposed by 
thatcompany will subject the combine to a 
sharper and more severe competition than it 
seems to have counted on. 


Tun last Congress appropriated nearly three 
million dollars to pay the Choctaws and Chick- 
asaws for their alleged rights in the western 
part of Oklahoma, which was recently thrown 
open to settlers.

RUSSIAN RIOTERS AT WORK, 


They Do Much Damage to Life and Prop- 
erty in Lodz. : 

Sr. Pererssurc, May 10.—A dispatch from 
Lodz in Poland, where 30,000 strikers have 
been rioting and makmg violent attacks on 
the Jewish quarter, says that hundreds of the 
rioters have been arrested and taken to War- 
saw under a military escort. The town con- 
tinues in a state of siege. Nobody.is allowed 
in the streets between 9 p. m. and 5a, m. 
Business is suspended, and many manufact- 
urers have become bankrupt. 

Additional details received from the scene 
of the disorders show that a terrible 
state of affairs prevailed at Lodz. The dis- 
patches say that the strikers besides looting 
dand demolishing valuable property, set fire to 
the buildings and that only the zeal displayed 
by the fire brigades prevented the whole town 
from being burned to the ground. 

The united forces of the military and police 
were powerless against the mobs and were 
unable to prevent them from offering violence 
to the manufacturers of the place, tne book- 
keepers employed in the factones, and the 
Jewish residents. These persons were mefci- 
lessly felled and stabbed by the desperate 
rioters. Ten of them were killed outright 
and a huadred were badly injured and had to 
be carried to the hospital. 

A Jew was assailed by a crowd of the 
strikers. He was beaten and stabbed and 
flung prostrate to the ground and was in im- 
minent danger of having the life crushed out 
of him. A policeman attracted ty the scene 
by the howling of the mob and the cries for 
help uttered by the victim forced his 
way through the crowds surround- 
ing the unfortunate Jew and attem 
to save the man. All his efforts were of no 
avail, however, for the mob ciosed in on the 
two men and the Jew was beaten to death 
with clubs as he clung to the officer for the 
protection which he was powerless to give. 

The rioters were not eontent to murder their 
victims, but even after death they vented 
their hate on them by mutilating the corpses 
in a horrible manner. 

The Cossacks and other soldiers who were 
sent to Lodzto quell the disturbance ap- 
peared to take delight in the scenes of blood 
which were visible on every hand, and took 
no trouble to avert the fate of the assailed 
Jews. 

All the rioters were maddened with drink, 
and in the work of destruction of life and 
property in which they engaged they seomed 
to have lost control of themselves. 

The newspapers do not contain a word in 
reference to the riots on account of the strict 
press cens rship which is exercised. 

A large force of soldiers have been detailed 
for duty in, Lodz, and all the proprietors of 
hotels and factories in the town will have to 
pay heavily for military protection. 

Gen. Gourko, Governor of Warsaw, which is 
seventy-five miles from Lodz, wired orders to 
the soldiers to take the most stringent meas- 
ures to put an end to the acts of lawlessness, 
and to one of his messages he added the sig- 
nificant sentence: Don't spare your car- 
tri

The list of resolutions which were adopted 
by that body is a long one and includes a 
great many which affect women’s interests all 
over the country. 

Among the most important is a 
proposed by Miss Frances Willard which pro- 
vides for the holding of a session of the Na- 
tional Council of Women in Washington next 
winter. This council is to act as a sort of 
third house of Congress. It isto take action 
on some of the most important questions of 
the day, especially those which touch in any 
way the legal, social, or Geonomic rights of 
women. Bills on the subjects of the property 
rights of women, the salaries of women wage- 
earners, divorce, etc., will be introduced, and 
the council will endeavor to show the country, 
how women would legislate on these and 
kindred topics if they only had the oppor- 
tunity. . 

These bills when once passed by the council 
will be turned over to its friends in both 
Houses of Congress, and every effort will be 
made to have them acted upon dy that body 
and become eventually laws of the United 
States. 

In order that it may more easily transact 
business it is proposed to divide this Washing- 
ton Council into two bodies, corresponding to 
the Senate and the House of Representatives, 
the first to be composed of the Vice-Presidents 
of the nauonal societies tepresented in the 
council; the second, of the delegates from 
these various associations to Washington, 

The Council suggested, too. that State and 
local councils te be to State Legislature and 
municipal government what the Washington 
Council proposes to be to the National Leg- 
islature, be formed all over the country, the 
constitution of the Women’s Couneil of In- 
dianapolis to be used as a model in all such 
organizations. 

Trailing Skirts Denoun 
‘Another resolution that will be of special 


pomps and vanities is directed toward the 
graceful, filth-gathering traili skirt. In 
view of the action recehtly taken by the 
authorities in Australia and Hungary 
making it an offense punishable by 
law to wear trailmg garments on the 
street, the Council proposes to ask for legisla- 
tion against long skirts in this country, hav- 
ing the requests come through the Boards of

sible, and basing the agitation of the énbject 
on purely sanitary grounds and bringing to 
bear upon it thetestimony of leading physicians 
that the long skirt is a menace to public 
health. 

In this movement the Council has the sup- 
port of the Comfhittee on Dress Reform, rep- 
resented by Miss Octavia Bates and Mrs. 
Frances Parker, who strongly recommend 
that the Council bend all its energies to root- 
ing out this especial abomination rather than 
scattering them in a general attempt to make 
“blind women see the advantages of ‘“* eman- 
cipated dress. 

It was also voted to establish permanent 
headquarters in the Woman's Building during 
the World's Fair, these headquarters to be a 
general rendezvous for women, a woman’s 
exchange of ideas and ‘clearing-house of 
prejudices,” as Miss Willard expressed it. It 
is proposed to have every Woman’s club in 
the country in some way represented here, and 
to have a desk for leading organizations so 
far as possible,

Pretext for Refusing to Make Low Rates 
for the Exposition. 

The meeting of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation at Hot Springs was unable to reach 
any action regarding reduced rates for the oc- 
casion Of the opening ceremonies of the 
World's Columbiap Exposition in this city 
next October.

there ig no more reason for making reduced 
harvest excursion rates than for making low 
World's Pair rates. The scalpers have the 
same opportunities with both. 

While it is a fact that scalpers are hurting 
the legitimate railroad business, yet the spirit 
thus far shown by the railroads as re s the 
making of low rates for tne World’s Fair is 
—＋ in line with their actions regarding 
rates for all kinds of country fairs, harvest 
excursions, meetings, and convention’. If 
the railroads were really desirous of wiping 
out the scalping nuisance they could easily 
do so. All they have to do is to refuse to pay 
com missions or do any business with scalpers 
and closely limit their tickets and surround 
their use with such safeguards as to prevent 
their being used by anybody except the bona 
fide purchasers of the same.

Southern Pacific’s Annual Report. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 10.—The annual 
report of the Southern Pacific company for 
1891 shows gross earnings of $50,450,000, an in- 
crease of $2,097,000 over the previous year. 
The operating expenses were $31,164,000; net 
earnings, $19,850,000, an increase of $2,143,000 
over 1880. The total passenger earnings were 
$13,051,000, an increase of $890,000; freight 
earnings 675,000, increase $1,535,000 over 
the preceding year. ; 

President Huntington in his report refers to 
the development of California durmg the last 
decade. and says the first shipment of raisins 
took place in 1873 and consisted of 700 pounds. 
For the year 1891 the shipments amounted to 
19,000 tons, Of citrus fruit, of which no consid. 
erable quantity was shipped prior to 1880, 
there were 15,000 tons shipped in 1891. The 
shipment of green and deciduous fruits began 
with about 200 carloads in 1870. In 1891 there 
were shipped 4,000 carloads of green and 3,000 
earloads of dried deciduous fruit—a totai of 
7,000 carloads. In 1880 the gardens of Califor- 
nia forwarded 300 carloads of vegetables to 
consumers east of the Sierra Nevada Mount- 
ains and in 1891 4,000 carloads.

PRECKDENCE GIVEN 70 FIRST 
MORTGAGE BONDS, 


Judge Gresham Kefuses to Grant the Ap- 
plication of the Receiver of the Grape 
(reek Coal Company for Permission to 
Use Receiver’s Certificates as a Lien on 
Property Already Subject to a Mortgage 
of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany~—Other Court News. 

Judge Gresham rendered an important de- 

cision yesterday, upholding the prior liens of 

mortgage bondholders in corporations of a 


private nature. ‘the question arose in the ap- 


plication of the feceiver of the Grape Creek 
Coal compasy of Vermilion for an order au- 
thorizing him to issue receivers’ certificates 
which should be a lien on the property. The 
Coal company ) previously executed a 
mortgage for „000 to the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company to secure an issue of 
bonds for that amount, which mortgage was 
foreclosed. The receiver in his application 
urged that but $24,000 was needed and that 
the money was to be used to continue work at 
the coal mines. 

Notwithstanding that the receiver was 

backed un by three-fourths of the mortgage 
bondholders the court declined to allow the 
certificates to issue ag alien which would en- 
danger the rights of the mortgage bondhold- 
ers. The court pointed out that 
this had been done with railroad cor- 
porations, but they were essentially public 
in their nature, while with coal mines and 
similar private corporations the public had no 
concern. Extensive as the powers of a court 
of equity are, the court said, they do not 
authorize a Chancellor to impair the force of 
solemn obligations and destroy vested rights. 
Instead of displacing mortgages and other 
liens on property of private corporations it is 
the duty of courts to uphold and er force them 
against all subsequent incumbrances. It 
would be dangerous to extend the power 
which has been recently exercised ‘over rail- 
road ma:tgages. The power does not exist in 
this case, and the court denied the application 
of the receiver, f N 

The decision is siguifloant in that if applied 
to the hoiders of receiver’s certificates of the 
United States Rolling Stock company these 
latter will get nothing. Their claims amount 
to about $1,800,000 and were resisted by the 
holders of the consolidated mortgage bonds 
of the company issued before the receiver was 
appointed. The decision will also have ap- 
plication in many other cases of the kind now 
pending. 

Four Cents on Each Dollar. 

The financial condition of the Progressive 
League, which made a voluntary assignment in 
the Couaty Court through its trustees last week. 
was yesterday made public through the report of 
the assignee returned to Judge Scales. The re- 
port shows the league to have to its credit $663 
deposited with the Deering Building and Loan 
Association, $93 with the Chicago National Bank, 
and a small amount of office fixtures valued at $15.

Free Iron Ore and Kefined Sugars. 

Free iron ore and free refined sugars are the

THREE TO BE ERECTED ON THE 
GROUNDS AT JACKSON PARK. 


A Subcommittee Appointed ty the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means to Carry Out 
the Plans—Capt. E. D. Comings’ Plans for 
Running Boats tothe Exposition in Op- 
position to the Syndicate to Which the 
Concession Has Been Granted — Exhibits 
from South America—Other. Zair News. 


Three towers each about 300 feet high will 
be erected on the World’s Fair grounds at 
Jackson Park for the accommodation of 
sight-seers who visit the Fair. They will not 
be ordinary steel and iron frames, but beau- 
tifully ornamentak structures modeled after 
towers found in Italy and other portions of 
Southern Europe. Their exterior will look 
more like temples than anything else, for 
about the interior framework will be con- 
structed a wooden exterior covered with staff 
of ornamental designs, so that the towers will 
harmonize in beauty and other general effects 
with the big buildings. 

The Committee on Ways and Means deter- 
mined upon this course at its meeting yester- 
day, and appointed a subcommittee to carry 
out the project. It was decided to begin at 
once the erection of the first tower in the Mid- 
way plaisance, between the Illinois Central 
tracks and Jackson Park.* This will be put 
up with the expectation of securing from it a 
revenue before the opening of the Fair. And 
there are half a dozen bidders before the com- 
mittee who are desirous of undertaking the 
job. This tower, from some fancied resem- 
blanee, will be named the Tower of Babylon, 
and from its height at this location there may 
eventually be seen spread out on Midway 
plaisance a panorama of those quaint and 
ancient structures which are to be built there 
by foreigners. There will be mosques, pago- 
das, minarets, the German village the Moor- 
ish palace, a street scene in Cairo, South Sea 


Island villages, etc. 

A second tower will be reared out in the 
lake on the pier and in direct line with the 
main basin, which is 300 feet wide. Visitors 
to the summit of this tower, when looking 
west, will have a sweeping view up the main 
basin, over which will be plying gondolas of 
Venetian type and electric launches. At the 
end of the basin will rise the Administration 
Building with its gold-covered dome. To the 
north and south will spread out the. Grand 
Plaza, and at night—when the electric lamps, 
with thousands of which the basin and the

TO MAKE EXTENSIVE EXHIBITS. 


Plans of the Central and South American 
States for the World’s Fair. 

Several Central American and South Amer- 
ican States promise to do a good deal at the 
World's Fair. Lieut. George Scriven, Special 
Commissioner, has just sent in a report which 
shows that some of the little republics are on 
their mettle. Costa Rica, for instance, is go- 
ing to put up a $20,000 building and display in 
it, among other things, several thousand inter- 
esting relics. These will he taken from the 
National Museum at San José and be instalied 
by M. Alfaro, Secretary of the Museum. Then 
there will be native Costa Ricans vending na- 
tive drinks and displaying the products pecul- 
iar to the Republic. 

President Ezeta of San Salvador has ap- 
pointed a commission consisting of govern- 
ment officials, and assured Lieut. Scriven that 
everything of interest in San Salvador in the 
way of exhibits wili be sent to Chicago. He 
was hopeful that the $12,500 appropriation 
might be increased so that a building could 
be put up. ä 

Ine President of Guatemala is stirring up his 
people and has appointed a World's Fair Com- 
mission. He intends to have here native fam- 
ilies of interesting types, as well as exhibits of 
coffee, cocoa, medicinal plants, antiquities, 
and examples of many curious articles of na- 
tive workmanship.

CONDITiON OF n IS BETTER. 


Department of Agriculture Statistics Show 
an Increase in the Prospects. 
Wasurneror, D. C., May 10.—[Special.]— 
The statistical returfis of the Department of 
Agriculture for May indicate an average con- 
dition of 84 for wheat, against 81.2 last month. 
The weather has been too cold for rapid 
growth, yet the crop has improved perceptibly. 
The change in the central wheat region is 
from 71 to 75 in Ohio, 88 to 84 in Michigan, 78 
to 85 in Indiana, 82 to 8 in Illinois, 72 to, 


74 in Missouri, and 77 to 80in Kansas. In 


Michigan April weather was quite severe, 


causing considerable heaving in clay soils ‘ 
that nearly offset the improvement in other 


slightly declined in California, yet the p 
pect is still good on the Pacifie coast. 

The condition of rye has advanced from 87 
to 88.9. Winter bariey averages 92.8. The 
percentage of New York is 92; Califo- nia, 94; 
Illinois, 90; Michigan, 88. 

Moving lands have suffered some loss of con- 

dition from winter freezing, but make a 
higher average than the winter grains, or 89.6 
for the entire breadth. The condition of pas- 
tures averages 87.5. 

The proportion of spring plowing usually 
done on the Ist of May is a little above three- 
fourths for the whole country, or 76.6 per cent 
as reported. The present season has been 
cold and unfavorable for rapid progress of 
spring work, and the proportion returned as 
done 1s only 64.6 per cent. Inthe Eastern 
States the temperature has been high and 
work is more advanced than usual. From 
Pennsylvania to Virginia there has been slight 
excess of rainfall, with low temperature, 
which has hindered spring work. In the Cen- 
tral West slight departure from normal pre- 
cipitation has occurred, with some deficiency 
of heat, with such distribution as tu delay 
farm operations, which are. not so well ad- 
vanced as usual in this region. The Pacific 
coast has been comparatively cool and spring 
plowing has been delayed. Altcgether the 
spring may be considered late and work of 

farm crowded into narrower limits. 

New York, May 10.—Reports from twenty- 
two States in the Union, the leading ones en- 
gaged in the growing of wheat, corn, ana cot- 
ton, do not present a cheering prospect. 

The significant fact about the cotton crop is 
the decrease in acreage. Estimates run from 
10 to 15 per cent less in Louisiana to 8 per 
cent less in Virginia. The planters had no 
money with which to buy fertilizers and sup- 
plies, and the merchants and cotton factors 
were unable to make the usual advances, 
Drought has seriously affected the crop in 
some States; in others it is reported to be in 
excellent condition. 

Corn has suffered from the late spring, but 
more particularly from continuous and beavy 
rains. In some States the plowing is not half 
done, while in others it has not even been 
begun. In Indiana not 5 per cent is in the 
ground, while in Nebraska it will be a week 
before the plow can be put into the soil. In 
some States the acreage would be larger than 
last year. 

Of the great wheat growing States South 
Dakota is the only one that promises a large 


| crop; the acreage in that State is 40 per cent 


larger than last year. In Minnesota only one- 
third of the wheat has been sown, and though 
the acreage is 10 per cent larger than last year, 
three weeks of cold rain have m the pros- 
pects of the harvest far from flattering. 
Similar — ha ve sae ba Wiscon- 
sin, in a less degree. mg as enjoyed 
ood weather, and though North Dakota has 
ad a wet spring and has an ac of 25 per 
cent less than last year it is confident of a 
good crop. From Illinois, Kansas, and Ohio 
the reports are not discouraging, though these 
States have suffered from the spring rains.
